The House of Lords has set down amend- 
ments to the nationalising bill, proposing that it 
should not come into foree before next October. 


The Government will con- 
sider whether it should 
make a deal with the Peers 
to end obstruction to the 
bill and clear the decks for 
the election by an earlier 
date than is now poasible if 
steel is to be nationalised. 

The Cabinel has pledged — its 
supporters to nationallae steel in 
this Parliament, and presumably 
will do 90. But It is not tied to 
the date when steel nationalisa- 
tion should operate. 

A decision has to be made at 
once, as the Lords’ amendments 
will come before the House of 
Commona next week. 

Conservative Peers, who have 
au elght to one preponderance 
over the Government in the 
Upper House, would, It Is be- 
Heved, drop opposition to steel 
nationalisation If the Govern- 
ment deferred the operating 
date.
